In addition, AMTRAK refused t: give their names 
to Local 1906, whi"h nevertheless remained respon- 
sible tc its international headquarters for the 
union dues of these workers It *-cck r he corpora- 
tion three years, in fact — from July, 1 9 "7 3 tc July 
1975 — ro produce an employees’ roster And even 
then, Benson says, it was "completely inac : urate, " 
with 20% of the employees missing 

Local 1906 ran into ether problems besides 
company racism and lack cf respect for seniority cf 
the union shop "If there was a rule in the on- 
tract," Benson sums up flatly, "they broke it " 

Meanwhile, Local 1906 ran into difficulties 
trying to explain racial discrimination to the 
largely white leadership of the Brotherhood cf 
Railroad and Airline Clerks (BRAC), a major AFL- 
CIO affiliate that has successfully 'ontested 
jurisdictional disputes with the Ieamstets The 
confusion about rhe union roster, among other dis- 
agreements, provoked the International r o audit the 
1 c * a 1 

"The auditor drained our funds by July ' 7 6 so 
low that we had to go on retrenchment," Benson 
explains "Sc we did no spending except as man- 
dated by the auditor By September, however, we 
began tc regain control cf cur bocks " 

A second audit, conducted in February a r the 
demand of the Local itself, disclosed no past ot 
present irregularities 

On February 18, however, Local 1906 offi-ials 
charged on a Washington radio program that AMTRAK 
corporation itself was corrupt BRAC members-* 
whose business it is to keep track of AMTRaK funds —

News in Dec., 1976. "They blackmailed che town 
co gee a new building; now they’re crying to black- 
mail us. They want to gut our entire contract." 

The company also expressed concern about ade- 
quate roads to the "new plant. So we put prer^ure 
on che state," Earl Marsh, a worker of many 7 years 
standing at Millers Falls explained. "We got an 
agreement from the government that they d build an 
access road, promises of low-interest loans, and 
options to build the plant at several different 
sites in the county." In this way the company kept 
people hopping in order to get the best possible 
deal for itself 

Meanwhile the GPU, a labor-support group whose 
members include production workers, teachers, gov- 
ernment employees, and students, began publishing 
inf ormat ion to show that the company was m fact 
doing fine financially, and was using the runaway 
threat to force the union into a poor bargaining 
position. 

First, the GPU published a pamphlet which the 
union distributed to all its shop stewards, analy- 
zing rhe financial condition of Millers Fa_ls Tool 
and Ingersoll Rand, It also researched a number 
or runaway shops to demonstrate to the workers in 
the plant and to community residents why and bow 
multinational corporations run to the South. 

The group explained that workers in the South and 
Southwest are largely unorganized , and that the 
state governments — whether those in the South that 
ofier concessions to corporations, cr those in the 
North that do nothing to prevent companies from 
leaving — cater to big business. 

Next the GPU started putting out a regular ser- 
ies oi weekly leaflets. "Our campaign was new and 
different," Clark Peters, one of the group's foun- 
der? claims. "Our first two leaflets were a novel- 
ty, and then people came to expect and enjoy them." 
They dealt with how "wage cuts, imperialism, pro- 
ductivity, and speed-up all relate to Millers Fails 
Tool, and through leafletting every shop in the 
area once a week for five to six weeks, we built 
a base cf support on this issue." 

The company was incensed by the GPU: "This is 

the sort of thing that could drive us out of tewn 
quicker than anything else, "said the company’s pres- 
ident James Mitchell, as reported in the local 
Rica vier. The company also tried to 
discredit the organization by red-baiting and calling 
them a "bunch of outsiders." 

Responding to these charges, the Valiev kd\>- 
oa. r-ua local alternative paper, reported that compa- 
ny pres-ident "Mitchell is a Franklin County resident 
for only three years . . . (whereas) GPU is entirely 

made up of local residents." 

"But the residence issue is unimportant ; " 
stressed GPU's Peters. "They just use that to di- 
vert attention from what we're saying." 

Eventually, the company tried to defend itself 
through the local papers. But the GPU came out 
ahead. For instance, the company had claimed its 
profits were 3%. But it had to back down under 
proof from the GPU that, in fact, their profit? were 
a quite robust 10%, and chat in 1975 Ingersoll Rand 
raced 71st in net profits among the top 500 cotpor-
